OOAL AND WHEAT =. ATE COMPARED. 


The rail rate on coal trom Edmonton to Ft. 
William is #6.60 per ton. On wheat the rate is 
$5.20 per ton. A ton of wheat is worth from $30 
to $37 at Ft. William. A ton of coal is worth $10 
to $12 there. On # comparison of values the rate 
on coal should be lower than that on wheat, in- 
stead of being over a dollar a ton more. 


A NARROW ESOAPE. 


Manitoba’s legislators are evidently a thirstier 
lot than those of this province, or else they are 
more susceptible to the protest of the taxpayer 
against. new schemes for taking. moped out of 
him, They came within three votes of up-setting 
the Bracken Government over the proposal to put 
a tax on soft drinks. The Alberta Government 
caried that, and three other new tax measures, 
without even a two per cent. risk of being de- 


feated. 


FLIGHT SUGGESTS GUILT. 


On a few occasions lately it has been reported 
in the papers that auto drivers who have knocked 
people over on the streets have proceeded on their 
ways and have not notified the police. Conduct of 
that kind is strong evidence of criminal intent or 
of scarcely less criminal indifference. Those who 
take that means of evading the consequences of 
nn ‘‘accident’’ are taking about the surest way of 
convicting themselves of reckless driving. When 
caught they deserve all that the law will allow in 
the way of punishment. 


THE PROHIBITION VOTE 


Having done everything that could be done to 
confuse and becloud the issue to be submitted to 
the electors during the present summer, the 
Albertan closes a recent editorial on the subject 
as follows: 

“We want not merely prohibition in name, but 
prohibition in fact. We can have prohibition in fact 
only with the oud and out support of the people. The 
prohibitionists now more than anything else need 


the endorsation of the people. 
“The Albertan believes that the prohibitiontists 


can win against all comers, just as they won against 
all comers in 1915 and again in 1919. The next 
victory will be the most important of all" 
The Albertan has supported the submission of 
o ballot the clauses of which may mean anything 
or nothing as a future legislature session may 
decide. As the vote is to be ‘‘transferrable’’ the 
elector may have the privilege of having his vote 
counted for the declaration that he least approves 
of. The government, ably aided by the Albertan, 
has reduced the prohibition question to a farce 
es ridiculous and insincere as the government’s 
‘‘enforcement’’ of the present law. 


A SLAP IN THE FACE. 


The increase of $1.00 a ton ‘in the railway rate 
from Alberta coal mines to Prince Rupert comes 
as a slap in the face to the coal industry on the 
lines of the National railway. The rate of $3.45 
from the coal branch mines and $4.16 from Clover 
Bar to Rupert has been in force for a number of 
years. Admittedly it is a low rate. It was given 
to enable the railway to get traffic in competition 
with the coast steamers bringing coal from Na- 
naimo. Possibly the idea that it was of interest 
to the railway to increase production along the 
line may have had some influence towards the low 
rate. In any case it enabled the Alberta mines to 
do some business, it gave some traffic to the rail- 
way that needed traffic and it gave cheap and good 
coal to Prince Rupert and the shipping that cen- 
tred on that port. j 

If the ‘‘traffic will bear’’ the increased rates 
there is not much to be said. That is if Alberta 
coal can supply the demand at Rupert and pay 
the 30 per cent. increase In freight rate. But if it 
can’t, the wisdom of the increase must be serious- 
ly questioned. To increase rates and 80 prevent 
traffic is not the way to make the National or any 
other railway pay, or secure the development of 
the country, The hau! from the Alberta mines to 
Rupert averaged about 800 miles. If the National 
wlil not or cannot haul coal 800 miles at say $3.50 
« ton there is little hope of their hauling coal over 


2.000 miles to Toronto at $6.00 a ton.

DRAWING IT RATHER FINE. 


The Labor members in the British parliament 
have been raising pandemonium because the 
houses which the Government proposes to build 


for private parties at the taxpayers’ expense are | 


not as large, airy and attractive as they would 
like. That does seem to be carrying particularity 
to the point of fastidiousness. However, it is in 
Britain, in this country the taxpayer has to be 
content with whetever kind of a house he can get 
for himself. Just why those for whom a Govern- 
ment supplies houses should be specially favored 
in matters of size, style and appearance is not 
very clear. The champions of paternalism evi- 


dently have no fine sensibilities. They do not in| 


the least mind ‘“‘looking a gift horse in the 
mouth,’’ and are even willing to kick him in the 
slats if he does not suit their fancy. 


A TENDENCY THAT NEEDS CHECKING. 


Last year the Gyro Club spent a large amount 
of money, time and cfort in converting Patricia 
Square into a playground for children. A splendid 
equipment of slides, swings nad other apparatus 
was installed, and a large number of trees planted. 
with a view of creating a small park. Some of the 
playing devices were put out of action before the 
summer was ended, and it is now found that many 
of the trees have been destroyed by children or 
by vandals of more mature years, In the cireum- 
stances that can hardly be wondered at. A good 
many of the trees planted along the streets last 
year by public-spirited citizens have also been 
broken down. And in many parts can be seen the 
stumps of trees which were planted by the city 
years ago, at a cost of five to ten dollars each, and 
which met the same fate. It isnot at all likely 
that young Edmonton is any worse than his con- 
temporaries elsewhere, but the apparent fact is 
that he is a good deal more inclined to destruction 
than he ought to be. Private property is no more 
sacred in his eyes than public property. A house 
cannot long remain vacant without the windows 
being broken. Lawns seem to be considered more 
or less common playgrounds, with small regard 
or none at all to hedges, flower beds and shrub- 
bery. It is impossible to suppose that all, or even 
most of this juvenile destructiveness proceeds 
from a deliberate desire to do wrong. Ignorance 
must account for most of it. 

That puts the matter of city beautification up 
squarely to the parents and teachers, and also to 
the police where occasion demands. If the streets 
and public places in this city are ever to be made 
attractive this spirit will ,have to be checked. 
There is small use trying to get people to enthuse 
on the subject of beautifying the yards, streets 
and parks while they know that a good part of 
the money and work ‘will be wasted. Of course 
boys will be boys, and girls will be girls, but there 
is no occasion that either of them should be unin- 
formed as to the duty and the advantage of tak- 
ing care of things which tend to make life pleas- 
ant. Parents can probably do more than all others 
combined to instill into the minds of the little 
folks right ideas as to the sacredness of public 


and private property. But the teachers can also /

And where parents and teachers fail, there is 
room for a little supervising by the police. The 
man in the blue uniform commands deference 
where sometimes all others fail. If it is known 
that he is on the job, and intends to see that the 
teachings of parents and teachers are obeyed, 
there will be a notable lessening of the youthful 
destructiveness that is now altogether too preval- 
ent. This time of year, when improvements are 
the order of the day, and when trees have to be 
planted if they are to be planted at all, would 
seem to be the occasion for parents and teachers 
to combine in an effort to direct the little folks 
along more wholesome lines. And if the police 
department can arrange the summer schedule so 
as to provide that an officer shall occasionally 
take a scrutinizing look around the playgrounds 
and other public places, and that the man on the 
beat shall have an eye out for the destroyers of 
trees along the boulevards, the beautifying cam- 
paign will have @ better chance of amounting to 


something worth while.
